AN O D D CH IN E SE GAME. 


M e n P l a y It for I ’l e a e nr e j t he W om ­ 
en f or (Ia in. 
In Indo-Ohina a curious 
game 
of 
chance has long been popular, and re­ 
cently It has !e<l to so many excesses 
tha t the Frcuch Government Is now 
trying to suppress it. 
1 he Aiinainites, 
it*is said, have an inordinate passion j 
for this game, and the result is that 
Tory much of their money is passing j 
every year into the hands of tin» Chi­ 
nese, w ho are as a rule proprietors of 
the gambling houses In Indo China. 
This game is k nown as the “game of 
the 30 animals,” and it is played in a 
large courtyard, in the center of which 
is a tall flagstaff. 
Around the court­ 
yard arc 30 small huts, and on the top 
of the flagstaff are various dee » rations. 
In each hut there is room for about 20 
persons, and in front of each is a sign, 
on which is painted the picture of one 
of the animals. 
When it is announced 
that a game is to be played, men and 
women floek from the surrounding vil­ 
lages and gather In a crowd around the 
flagstaff’. until an official, who is k nown 
as the president of the game, appears. 
He then solemnly opens a box and 
tak ing therefrom a carefully covered 
tablet, hoists it to the top of the flag­ 
staff. 
On this tablet is the picture of 
one of the 36 animals, and in the box 
there remains 3C> other tablets. 
This 
being done, the players separate, and 
go to any of the houses, which they 
please. In order to deposit their stak es. 
The aim, of course, is to select the hut 
appropriated to the animal whose pic­ 
ture is on the tablet at the top of the 
flagstaff, and those who 
are 
luck y 
enough to do so receive as a reward 30 
times the amount of their stak es. 
As there are 30 animals, one would 
suppose that they would 
receive 30 
times the amount, but the president of 
the game invariably pock ets the stak es 
that are deposited in front of six of the 
huts, so that no m atter who wins or 
loses he is always ahead of the game. 
The players spend several 
hours 
in 
mak ing their bets; indeed, a perfect 
chaos prevails in the courtyard until 
the president, by ringing a gong, an­ 
nounces that the winning animal 
is 
about to be proclaimed. 
"Though the Anna mites spend much 
of thedr time at this curious game,” 
says Charles Clemencet, “ they really 
do not gamble with ti e object of m ak ­ 
ing money. The men care for nothing 
but pleasure, and the women seek noth­ 
ing except personal 
ornaments, 
and 
hence the former gamble only that they 
m ay obtain the means of enjoyment, 
and the latter that they may buy the 
Jewels, silk s and glassware with which 
they love to adorn themselves. We nat­ 
urally think that these motives are silly, 
and that it would be well to teach the 
Anna mites the virtues of hard work 
and economy.”

Queer Crfutnre* the Flenh of 
W hich 
I* Reg a rded a NntiTe L u x u r y . 
South America 1ms been from time 
immemorial 
the 
home 
of 
armored 
giants. 
During the last century an En­ 
glish naturalist, in wandering over the 
pampas country, came upon an Indian 
family, the children of 
which 
were j 
using as a house a huge shell fAUceted 
lik e a boiler. 
It was large and com­ 
modious enough to hold live or six. 
In 
another camp he found what appeared 
to be a huge trumpet, similar to those 
used to-day on yachts, but evidently a 
part of the curious house. 
Investiga- 
i tion showed 
that the latter w as the 
| domed shell of a gigantic ancestor of 
the armadillo of to-day, the glyptodon, 
while the trumpet-lik e 
object, 
which 
was employed for tha t purpose, w as the 
tail. 
These giants have passed aw ay. They 
lived at a time wheat the sloths were 
thirty feet in length, and hauled down 
the tops of large trees with their pon­ 
derous claws. 
The glyptodon has dis­ 
appeared. Its extinction being hastened 
by its colossal size, which rendered it 
j a conspicuous object in the landscape; 
but it is now represented by a race of 
animals 
equally 
as rem ark able—the 
armadilloes— encased in hard, flint-lik e 
armor, perfectly protect» ! from their 
enemies. 
The various k inds differ 
very 
m a­ 
terially in appearance, but all have the 
arm or or » wit of mail, l>eing literally 
boxed in lik e a turtle, with this differ­ 
ence, the shell, as a rule, is divided into 
zones or band« , made up of plates tight­ 
ly joined, so that the animal can roll 
itself up lik e some insects, ami as even 
the top of the head is provided with a 
plate, it is absolutely invulnerable from 
attack by birds of prey, the cougar, 
ocelot and other animals. So perfect is 
this protection in some forms that they 
have been seen to close up suddenly 
when attack ed on a hillside, forming 
the in selves into a ball or complete oval, 
which went bounding down the hill lik e 
a cannon ball, to the amazement of the 
enemy, that merely stood and gazed 
at It. 
Two species of these creatures have 
developed the ghoulish habit of burrow ­ 
ing into toe graves of the dead and 
hardly a grave is safe from their depre­ 
dations. 
Many k inds are considered 
luxuries by the natives. The latter pre­ 
fer them to other m eat at all times, es­ 
pecially when fat; but the flessh has a 
peculiar Individuality that is unpleas­ 
a nt to the American taste. 
The Bota- 
cudas cook them in the shell, using the 
latter as a dish in which to roast them, 
and a feast of roast armadillo is only 
comparable to the opossum of the Caro­ 
lina negro.

L A P W O M E N O F A L A S K A . 


T h ey Are P ic tu re sq u e F ig u r e s a nil A re 
V e r y I n te llig e n t . 
T he Lap women who live in Alask a 
are proving themselves 
exceedingly 
valuable by their aptness in the m an­ 
agem ent and care of the reindeer and 
they 
are 
now 
teaching 
the native 
Alask an the art, if such it may be 
culled. 
There are about a dozen rein­ 
deer stations now established in A las­ 
k a and more to follow. 
The natives 
are required to serve an apprenticeship 
of several years at the reindeer s ta ­ 
tions. 
During this time they are prac­ 
tically taught how to m anage the deer 
and the mak ing of sledges and reindeer 
harness. 
After the expiration of their 
service the governm ent allows each a 
num ber of deer as his own personal 
property. 
The total num ber of rein­ 
deer in Alask a at present is 3,500, of 
which some 2,000 have been distributed 
to the Esk imos. 
The average Lap wom an is a pic­ 
turesque figure. She is generally young 
and robust and ten chances to one has 
an infant in her characteristic Lapland 
cradle, which is hew n out of a solid log 
and carrhnl on the back by a strap. 
T he wife of the chief herder Is one of 
the most notable women of the colony. 
She is very intelligent and her particu­ 
lar duty is to teach the Esk imo women 
the art of m ak ing reindeer clothing, 
which Is the w arm est and best adapted 
for arctic climates. 
She also instructs 
them how to prepare the various food­ 
stuffs which the reindeer furnishes, 
such as butter, cheese and the cook ing 
and drying of the meat. For this work 
she receives the sam e pay as the herd­ 
ers. 
She travels from station to station, 
w here the classes of women are assem ­ 
bled from the surrounding country of 
100 miles or more. 
She then gives 
daily object lessons in her domestic 
work and gradually the Esk imo w om ­ 
en are taught the w ays of civilization. 


HELD UP THE KING.

T he test of the fidelity of a sentinel 
by the “powers that be” has resulted 
happily in the case of an Italian soldier 
who “held up” the King.

INDIAN R A C E S O F A M E R I C A . 


Th«*re are few instances of full-blood­ 
ed Indians entering the learned profes­ 
sions. 
As a general thing, the hands and feet 
of Indian men are small and well pro­ 
portioned. 
Most of the ancient mounds are eroot- 
<*d on the upper river terraces, and may 
be ¿1; 
000 or 3.1XX) years old. 
The most ancient 
Mexican 
monu­ 
ments display elegant taste in art and 
rem ark able sk ill in excvutloii. 
Indian am usem ents comprise running, 
leaping and swimming ma-tclies, games 
of ball, games with pebbles or « lice, and 
numerous « lances. 
All, or nearly all, the temples In Mex­ 
ico and Central America were pyra­ 
midal in form, and ascended by a flight 
of steps oil tin* western side. 
Many «>f tin* mounds were no doubt 
connected with religious exercises. Sac­ 
rificial stones, with large quantities of 
ashes and bones, luive frequently been 
found on the summits. 
Many nain« *s of Indian trilms are nick ­ 
names given by the whites; the Hurons, 
Iroquois, Ness Perces, 
Gros 
Ventres, 
Diggers, Black feet, Flatheads ar*i oth­ 
ers are of this character. 
Lik e all other savage peoples, the In­ 
dians had very little Idea of laying up 
for the future. 
They lived from hand 
to mouth, rarely mak ing adequate pro­ 
vision, even for the winter. 


Most of the Indian tribt*« ha« i some 
form of belief in a future existence, and 
nearly ail Indicated 
this 
belief 
by 
placing food on the graves of the dead 
or providing implements and arm s for 
use in another world.

A patent for the manufacture of wood 
paper, or paper made from tin* palp of 
wood, was issued in England in 18 53, 
and in America a year later. 


R a g s f<*r paper mak ing are boiled un­ 
der steam pressure; a hundred pounds of 
j mgs are mixed with from 
six to twelve 
pounrs of carbonate of soda and half as 
much quick lime. 
Fane paper, or paper made from the 
Southern cane, is excellently well adapt­ 
ed for rooting and wrapping papers, the 
fibers being long and the product ex­ 
ceedingly strong.

P etulant Epitaph. 
Madrid, July 26.—*When th< body of 
Christopher Columbus, after the Span- 
Ish-Amerlca war, was brought back 
to Spain from Havana and placed in 
a magnificent sepulcher in the cathe­ 
dral at Seville, the Spaniards, sm art­ 
ing under the memory of their defeat, 
placed the following epitaph upon the 
tomb: 
“When ungrateful America separat­ 
ed itself from the mother country Se­ 
ville took hack his bones.”

America has largely disappeared, it is 
proposed to replace this epitaph with 
more appropriate words.

Columbus, and the duke has expressed 
not only willingness hut pleasure at 
the idea of removing from the tomb 
such an unworthy piece of rancor 
toward America.

J oan 
Baptiste 
w as 
a 
Canadian 
Frenchman, and his proper place in life 
would hav e been the woods of New 
Brunswick or Nov a Scotia; but, through 
drink and the dev il and women, or 
a woman, he was a trooper in troop B 
of the Sev enth United States Cav alry 
Regiment, which company was station­ 
ed at Fort Conejos, in Colorado. Now,

recreation ground in hell, with dirt and 
heat and 
flies. 
Some of the men got 
ophthalmia and went blind or saw 
double or blinked v aguely through a j 
ruined life hereafter, and some desert- ’ 
ed and died of alkali like the bullocks 
of a team on the W hite desert or the 
great Mohav e, and others got into diffi­ 
culties and were knifed by Mex icans, 
or some border ruffian, ev en worse to 
handle or reckon on; and some, like 
J udas, went out and hanged them ­ 
selv es, for they had sold their own souls 
for an American eagle which struck 
its claw s of iron through their hearts.

The m eaning of this 
w as a m y stery for a long time, until 
Bishop Cox e studied it, and said it w as 
in corrupt Spanish, In which b w as 
often used for v . and which changed 
many other letters. 
“ T hus,” he said. 
“ ‘jibe’ should be 
‘av e’ 
and 
‘labos’ 
should be la v os.’ ” The inscription put 
in pure Spanish follows: “ A v e (soi la 
v os del angel qv e en alto sv ena» Maria, 
plena graeia.” 
The English transla­ 
tion he m ade thus; “ Hail (I am the 
v oice of the angel who on high stands 
forth) Mary ! 
full of grace.” 
The last 
words, of course, mean: "Bargtis made 
me, Malaga, 17 08 .” —N ew York Trib­ 
une.

T he recent conversion at New York 
of tw o officers of the C hristian E nd e a v­ 
or Society from C ongregationalism to 
Morinoiiisni directs attention 
to 
the 
prosely ting efforts of the apostles of 
L a tte r D ay Saints. 
T here are at p re s­ 
ent in the Ea>tern States 130 M ormon 
m issionaries and of these ten are at 
w ork in and around New York. 
T he first serious question of life which 
a y oung Mormon faces U. “ Shall I tak e 
a m ission?” 
Their religious training 
has been carefully w atched from in­ 
fancy , and Mormon m others are usually 
anx ious to have their sons m ade elders 
of the church and sent on “ m issions.” 
T here is no com pulsion about it, how ­ 
ever, and if the y oung m an decides to 
go into business or a profession w ith­ 
out doing ids share of 
w ork for the 
church his standing in the congregation 
is not affected. 
If, on the other ban 1, lie decides to 
ta k e a “ m ission,” lie receives careful in­ 
struction in L a tte r Day S aints’ doc­ 
trines and in due tim e is m ade an elder, 
T hen there is a round of social festivi­ 
ties at w hich he is the guest of honor. 
H e goes out into the w orld entirely on 
his ow n responsibility as fa r as finances 
are concerned. 
It is his mission, and he 
m ust engineer the whole 
proposition. 
Som etim es sons of rich fam ilies—and 
the re a re more rich fam illles am ong the 
M orm ons than is generally supposed - 
receive a com fortable allow ance, just 
as other sons do when they go to col­ 
lege. Poor missionaries m ake their ow n 
way . 
A mission lasts for tw o or three 
y » *ars, If the field selected is in the Uni­ 
ted States, a nd from three to four y ears 
if abroad. At the end of the mission the 
m issionary returns to his home and se t­ 
tles dow n to work at his profession or 
business. 
H e still rem ains an eider in 
the church, and tha t is the only re w a rd 
for his services to his faith. 
T he m issionaries at 
w ork 
around 
New York look like men just out of col­ 
lege. 
T hey dress well and their linen 
is as clean as though every «‘¿til w hich 
they m a k e is a society duty . 
T heir 
m anners are polished, and they ente r 
Into the social life of the friends they 
m ake. 
T he ir favorite, a nd m ost suc­ 
cessful m aim er of w orking Is going 
from house to house w ith a bundle of 
tracts. 
T he m issionaries usually tra ve l 
in p airs and m ake m any friends am ong 
the w om en. 
At present Mormon m issionary w ork 
is being carried <>n ex tensively In G reat 
B ritain, Sw itzerland and Sw eden. C on­ 
verts w ho desire to em ig rate 
to 
the 
U nited States are provided w ith tra ns ­ 
portation and are furnished w ith hom es 
in U tah.

T he lives of the aborigines of A ustra ­ 
lia are shortened by ex posure and diet, 
w rites 
F ra nk 
G. C arpenter 
in 
the 
course of an interesting article on tlie 
habits a nd custom s of these q ue e r peo 
pie. 
In point of intelligence they are 
said to be as low as any people in the 
world, and they live and act m ore like 
anim als tha n hum an beings. T he ir food 
is largely vegetable, including all sorts 
of roots. T hey thrash seeds out of d if­ 
ferent 
kinds of 
g ra s s e s and collect 
w eeds w hich they eat as we do w a te r­ 
cress and lettuce. 
One of the ir favor­ 
ite dishes is wild honey , w hich they 
find in the hollow trees. 
T hey collect 
wild fruits and their bread is m ade of 
grass seeds m oistened and ground be­ 
tw een stones into a flour. T his flour is 
then m ade into a d ough 
and 
eaten 
either cooked or raw . 
A m ong the curious viand/» of 
w hich 
they a re fond a re ants, 
w orm s 
and 
snakes. 
T here are a nts all over A us­ 
tralia, and certain varieties of 
them 
are caught by the aborigines. 
T he na ­ 
tive sta nd s upon an a nt hill and stam p s 
w ith his feet, w herupon the a nts run 
uI> his legs. 
A fter ids shank s a re well 
coated he scrapes them off and eats 
them . 
T he larger kinds of a nts are 
roasted or dried in the sun. 
A nother delicacy is the beetle, w hich 
is consum ed both in the w orm or larva 
and in the m atured insect. T he w orm s 
are picked out of the rotten trees and 
cooked in the red-hot ashes. Foreigners 
w ho have eaten them say they are not 
a t all bad, and they look and 
ta ste 
m uch like an omelet. 
Snakes of all kinds a re c a ug ht and 
roasted, and also liza rds, especially the 
iguana. 
T he iguana is an enorm ous 
lizard. 
It is eaten throug hout South 
A m erica and has flesh m uch like tha t 
of a y oung chicken. 
Its eggs a re a deli 
eaey and a re greedily devoured by the 
savages. 
T he na tive s are also fond of 
g ra ss­ 
hoppers a nd locusts. 
T he re a re som e­ 
tim es s w a rm s of tlie latter, w hen the 
w om en g a the r them by the bask e tful 
and 
the 
people have a g rand feast. 
T hey first throw the g rasshop p ers Into 
the tire to burn off tin* w ings and legs, 
and then d ra g them out and roast each 
g rasshop p er separately . 
T he flesh so 
prepared 
ta ste s 
not 
unlike 
roasted 
chestnuts.

pouch at side and an old rifle taller 
than him self over his shoulder. 
W he r­ 
ever lie goes he inis this rifle and w hen 
y ou ask him w hat lie does with it lie 
looks a t y ou w ith guiltless ey es and 
say s he is hunting squirrels. 
T he m ountaineer calls his illicit pro 
duct “ blockade,” tints atta c hing to him ­ 
self som ething of the respectability and 
even the heroism of a m an running a 
blockade against the enem y in a jus t 
cause.

m iles from the city , upon w hich they 
Intend to place .*» 00 or m ore families, to 
be Incorporated into a society and to be 
governed by a board of trustees. 
A sim ilar colony is established in the 
Yazoo delta of the M ississippi. 
T he 
land for it w as furnished by the Illinois 
C entral 
Railroad, a nd 
the tow n of 
M ound Bay ou, as the colony is called, 
w as laid out in 18 8 8 . A bout thirty f a m ­ 
ilies settled there, clearing seventy -five 
acres and building cabins for 
the m ­ 
selves the first y ear. 
In the m eantim e 
the y supp orted them selves by c utting 
railroad ties, barrel sta ve s and sta ve 
bolts until the first crop w as ready for 
harvest. 
T he first patch of corn p la nt­ 
ed w as eaten by the bears and 
ra c ­ 
coons; deer w ere plentiful, and becam e 
a nuisance because the y acquired an 
a p p etite for the tend er shoots of the 
sug a r 
cane. 
W olves, 
w ildcats 
and 
p a nthe rs w ere also neighborly . 
N otw ithsta nd ing all these difficulties, 
the people prospered; the tow n grew , 
and the re a re now a bout 1,500 settlers, 
w ith 13,000 acres of land under culti­ 
vation in corn, cotton, sug a r a nd g a r­ 
den truck. 
T he original log huts have 
been replaced by ne a t and com fortable 
dw elling houses. 
T he railw ay station 
is one of the best on the line, and has 
furnished an a rc hite c tura l model, to be 
im itated by the citizens. T here a re five 
general supply stores, w hich arc said 
to be prosperous, a nd the com m unity 
has thus fa r been w ithout the ex peri­ 
ence of crime. T here are no police, ex ­ 
cept the re g ula r tow n constable, a nd 
the a rre sts thus fa r have been 
con­ 
fined to p e tty thieves. 
T he people pay 
their tax e s prom ptly , every fam ily in 
tow n is self-supporting, new settlers 
a re com ing in g rad ually , and the a re a 
of c ultivated land is Increasing.
